park boundary. 
The group was led by Wayman 
Presley, rural mail carrier from

Farmers who are considering us­ 
ing an acreage of oats to comply 
with the corn acreage reserve port 
of the Soil Bank should bear in 
mind two important factors: 
(I) 
Oats to he eligible must be clipped 
by July I, and (2) farmers should 
make certain that they understand 
the program before they take ac­ 
tion. 
By way of explanation Herman 
Driakell, chairman of the county 
committee, points out that this eli­ 
gibility to use oats only applies to 
farmers who have underplanted 
their corn base. Such underplant­ 
ed acreage of corn (plus corn oth­ 
erwise disposed of) must meet the 
minimum requirement. 
In this 
event the farmer may place one 
acre of oats in the acreage reserve 
for each acre by which his corn 
base is underplanted. The oats so 
placed in the reserve must not have 
been grazed after June 22, they 
must be clipped by July I and left 
on the land, and there can be ab­ 
solutely no harvest or further pas­ 
turing during 1956. 
It is suggested that farmers in­ 
tending to comply with the Soil 
Bank acreage reserve program by 
clipping oats, should call at the 
county 
office 
immediately 
and 
check over their plans in order to 
avoid the possibility of an error.

I Dr. Roger Choisser 
Honored by George 
Water for System 
Washington University 
State to Test 


At Stonefort 


Representatives of the Illinois 
departm ent of Public Health are 
peeled in Stonefort next week 
to run tests on the w ater supply 
for the proposed municipal water 
fvstem at Stonefort. 
The water, to be supplied from 
two 
deep 
wells 
at the 
reunion 
grounds, has been tested by the 
bonding and engineering company 
Working with village officials and 
the 
tests 
indicated 
the 
water 
would 
meet 
all 
health require­ 
ments and is said to be softer than 
Water 
softener 
equipment could 
make it. 
For quantity, the wells pumped 
15 gallons per minute for a long 
period of time and 
this is esti­ 
mated 
to be the 
maximum re­ 
quirements 
for the 
possibly 120 
persons who would use the sys­ 
tem. 
The wells are more than 90 feet 
deep and the pumping was only 
from a depth of 16 to 18 feet. 
It 
is thought that considerable more 
w ater could be pumped by going 
deeper. 
Snyder, McClelland and Associ­ 
ates, Hillsboro, Ind., is the bond­ 
ing and engineering firm hand­ 
ling the work for the village. 
If 
the w ater system is completed the 
storage tank will be on a hill north 
of Stonefort, 180 feet above the 
level of the wells, 
a spokesman 
said. 
It is estim ated the cost of con­ 
structing the 
system would be 
$128,000. 
Voters have 
approved 
a $28,000 general bond issue and 
the additional $100,000 would come 
from w ater revenue bonds. 
The wells in the reunion grounds 
were drilled about five years ago 
by 
KMBB 
Post 400, 
American 
Legion and will be donated to the 
Village, it is reported. 


George Washington University
